Revising the Tariff. 

The Republicans, if they control the 
next Congress will not need the advice 
and assistance of a Tariff Commission, 

l 

for all they need do is to call in the 
experts and attorneys of the Trusts. \ 
That is what they did in 1897 when the 
present tariff law was fixed up. What 
is the use of deceiving the taxpayers, 
as Congressman Payne does, by declar- 
ing that “tariffs have always been 
made without anything like adequate 
information.” Mr. Payne and the 
other members of the Ways and Means 
Committee were fully advised, when 
they were considering the Ding ley 
tariff law, that the high rates demand- 
ed by Mr.Carnegie and the Steel Trust 
people would breed monopoly. When 
they allowed the Standard Oil Trust 
attorney to write the proviso to the oil 
schedule they knew they were protect- 
ing the trust and adding at least 50 per 
cent, to the price of kerosene «o the 
Amerian people and the poorest people 
at that. | 

When they accepted the Beef Trust 
schedule on hides they pretended to be 
protecting the American farmer, but 
they knew they were helping the 
Leather and Beef Trusts. When they 
accepted the wool schedule of the Wool 
Growei s’ Association they knew they 
were adding 75 per cent, at least, to 
the cost of woolen goods to those 
people of Northern States, who from 
necessity have to buy them and instead 
of helping the farmers, it was the 
flock masters of the great Western 
plains that were mostly benefited. 
When they wrote the schedule that 
protects the Paper Trust they muse 
have known the newspaper owners 
would have to pay the tariff duty in in- 
creased profits to the trust. Not a 
schedule, but was carefully considered 
and all with the same intent and pur- 
pose of adding to the burdens of the 
people for the benefits of the Trusts. • 

The Trusts were well acquainted with 
the facts and in return have been most * 
liberal contributors to the campaign 
fjnd of not only the Republican 
National Committees, but also to the 
committee who manages the election 
of Congressmen. Millions have been 
paid by the trusts and protected monop- 
olies to secure the election of President 
and Congressmen, both of the Senate 
and House, who were “sound on the 
tariff.” 

And now the same old show is to be 
played again with a different title and 
the excuse that there must be added 
maximum schedule rates to protect us 
from the pauper labor of England 
whose workingmen are now in better ' 
circumstances than our own workmen 1 
are because their cost of living is so, 
much less.

Scarcity of Cattle. 

A well known cattle buyer of the 1 
State says of the situation : 

“There is a scarcity of cattle in 
Kentucky as well as in the great cat- ; 
tie producing States of the West, and 
this is primarily responsible for the i 
high price of beef,” said J. W. Bates. ! 
of Richmond, Monday. 

“Last year when .he financial panic 
came on,” continued Mr. Bates “many 
of the large cattle raisers of the West | 
hurried their cattle to market and sold 
them regardless of price, in order to 
turn them into money before the ex- 
pec ted crisis came. Consqeuently the j 
West was pretty well drained of its 
catttle stock. Corn was fed abundan.- j 
ly to get these cattle ready for market j 
and now there is a scarcity of corn in 
many of the Western States. 

“Right now, I am told that seed corn 
in Kansas and Nebraska is selling at $3 
and $3.50 per bushel— not per barrel, | 
mind you, but per bushel, which is un- j 
precedented except when the Western 
drouth several years ago put up the ' 
price. At this figure corn is too high 
to feed to cattle and the grass fed cat- 1 
tie are not ready for market. While , 
corn is, of course, not that high here, j 
still at $3.50 and $4 a barrel, farmers 
regard it as too valuable to feed to 
cattle, and consequently very few are 
ready for market but are waiting to be 
fattened on grass. 

“There are fewer cattle fattened in 
Kentucky than in former years. Prices 
are away up yonder— fat export cuttle 
being quoted at $6 and $6.50 per hun- 1 
dred. I have engaged a number for j 
early delivery in Madison and adjoin-! 
ing counties at these prices. Grass is j 
more abundant that I ever saw it in : 
this section, and this will have a ten- 
dency to improve the situation. If rot 1 
for this fact cattle and beef would be j 
higher than they are. 1 do not look 
for any decrease in the price of beef | 
until after the'grass fed cattle reach 
the market, and the conditions in the 
West, together with the financial strin- 
gency may have the effect of keeping 
up the price.”
